The Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance, page 3, attached to the 
Notice of Allowability dated March 23, 2005, incorrectly suggests that "Claims 12 and 
13 relate to making an electrical part having an insulator layer containing the cured 
product of Claim 10." Please note that claim 10 does not recite the "filler" of claim 12. 
Nor does claim 12 recite the "film-forming ability" that is recited in claim 10. 

On page 4, the Examiner's Statement incorrectly suggests that "Claim 14 
relates to a cured product of Claim 10 with a high polymer having a weight average 
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molecular weight of not less than 5,000 and a filler/' Please note that claim 14 does not 
recite the "film-forming ability" of claim 10. The scope of the claims should be 
determined according to their actual language. 



Further, on page 4, the Examiner's Statement incorrectly suggests that the 
word "contain" is "closed language." Please note that the word "contain" is open- 
ended, and is synonymous with "comprising." M.P.E.P. § 2111.03. 



Concerning page 7 of the Examiner's Statement, please note that the 
application does not contain claim 1. Only claims 9-14 are pending. 



For at least these reasons, Applicants only agree that the prior art of record 
does not teach or suggest the claimed invention.
